After it was tilled 
and trumped the lid was put on and 
weighted down with iihoiit two tonsof 
fork. 'Pile edge of the lid was sealed 
up hy hanking clay and earth up 
around it and thoroughly packed to 
exclude the air. About tin* first of 
January this silo was opened and 
some of I lie ensilage fed to the rows 
and mules The cows did not take to 
it at once, hut after tasting it com¬ 
menced eating.it with avidity. 'The 
mules liked it at oneeaud will eat all 
t hey can get of it 

The result of t his experiment is an 
agrees Me surprise to us, and proves to 
our satisfartion that ensilage is prac¬ 
ticable m Florida as well as farther 
north. We intend to make a much 
larger one ui‘Xt summer and thus save 
our w inter’;* supply of feed.
